This was our first time to witness 
this kind of ceremony, and we must 
say that it was a short period pro­ 
moting deep feelings and reflections. 
In the party from this communi­ 
ty were Mr. Huddleston and his chil­ 
dren, a son, H. E. Huddleston, and 
wife and daughter, Alice, of Level- 
land; daughter, Mrs. Ashburn Bran-

The other family in the ceremony 
was Mrs. Etta K. Danovsky and lit­ 
tle one-year-old son, Andrew J. Dan­ 
ovsky, Jr., to whom was presented 
the Bronze Star Medal, posthumous­ 
ly awarded to the little boy’s father, 
Captain Andrew J. Darrcvsky, Sr., 
also of the 90th Division, who died 
from wounds received in action on 
August 2, 1944. Both Captain Dan­ 
ovsky and T/Sgt. Lewis D. Huddles­ 
ton had trained at Camp Barkeley, 
but they were not in the same regi­ 
ment.

soldiers, waiting quietly for a long 
time to participate in the solemn 
ceremony bo honor brother comrades 
who had paid their all. . .these men, 
so grim, so “ iron-like,” still obeying 
orders faithfully and true, yes, our 
mind was crowded with a million 
thoughts. . .then the passing in re­ 
view before the family and friends, 
the band doing its best in the high 
winds, and the strong soldier carry­ 
ing that lovely flag, straining and 
holding against the wind. . .then the 
presentations, first to the little moth­ 
er and baby, then to the sad-heart­ 
ed father, both firm and steadfast as 
the citations were read and deliver­ 
ed. . .courtesies of Colonel Taylor 
E. Darby and his assistant officers, 
all made an accumulation of senti­ 
ment that no one can forget. 
Following the presentations all of 
the party were asked by Col. Darby 
to assemble in the Officers’ Mess Hall 
for light refreshments. N o t h i n g 
seemed to have been overlooked by 
the officers, and the Herald desires 
to express f r those families their 
sincere appreciation for every cour­ 
tesy and expression of sympathy.

One of the largest groups of rel­ 
atives and friends of a decorated 
soldier ever to witness a presenta­ 
tion at Camp Barkeley st od in the | 
reviewing line as the medals, two of j 
the nation’s highest military awards, j 
were pinned on the recipients by I 
Colonel Taylor E. Darby. 
The citation accompanying S/sgt. 
Huddleston’s award reads: 
“ For gallantry in action on 13 
June 1944 near ***, **, when his 
platoon was attacking a strn g ene­ 
my position and his company was 
held up by intense enemy fire, Ser­ 
geant Huddleston placed himself at 
the head of the squad and courag­ 
eously led it on an assault on the 
enemy position. He repeatedly ex­ 
posed himself to enemy fire, main­ 
tained control of his men and inspir­ 
ed them to assault the enemy and 
take the position. His disregard dur­ 
ing the action for his own safety, 
an example set on the field of bat­ 
tle, was in keeping with the highest 
traditions of the military service.” 
Captain Danovsky was cited: 
“For heroic service in connection 
with military (operations against the 
enemy in * * * on 24 July and 2 
Augcst 19 44.”

Private Troy Ford Is 
Killed On Iwo Jima 


The entire community was sadden­ 
ed by the news last Friday that Pri­ 
vate Troy Ford, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Joe Ford, of the Wise Chapel com­ 
munity, had been killed on Iwo Jima. 
A sketch of Troy’s life and mili­ 
tary career is given herewith, and 
we wish to thank Mrs. Johnny Ag- 
new fOf* this information. However, 
it is impossible for any of us to ex­ 
press how deeply we feel toward# 
the family in this sorrowing hour. 
Troy Fird was born at Whitney, 
Hill County, Texas, Nov. 10, 1921. 
He moved with his parents to Stam­ 
ford in 19 28 and to the Wise Cha­ 
pel community in 1938. He graduat­ 
ed from Hamlin Hight School m the 
class of 19 40. 
Troy volunteered for military ser­ 
vice January 17 , 19 44, after spend­ 
ing two years with Roar Aircraft in 
San Diego, Calif. He was placed in 
the 3rd Marine Corps, at Camp Pen­ 
dleton, Oceanside, Calif. With this 
group of Marines, he was sent over­ 
seas in August of 19 44 to Guam, 
remaining there until Feb. 21, when 
he landed with the 3rd Marines to 
reinforce the 4th and 5th Marines 
already on Iwo Jima. Six days were 
spent in fierce fighting before his 
death ion Feb. 27 , 19 45. His parents 
received the message from the War 
Department March 23. 
Troy was a consecrated Christian 
and a member of the Fairview Bap­ 
tist Church. He is survived by his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Joe Ford, four 
sisters, Mrs. Damon Lieb of Portales, 
New Mexico, Inez Ford, Portland, 
Ore., Lola Fay and Wanda Fay Lord 
of Hamlin; six brothers, Eudell Ford 
of Hamlin, H. L. Ford, Stamford, 
Bill Ford of Camp Hood, Texas, and 
Joe, David, and Douglas, at home; 
and his grandmother, Mrs. J. K. For(j 
of Linders. This is the first death 
in the immediate family.

Ato nement Fo r Sin 


In the nex t tw*o issu es o f The Hamlin Herald we wish to dis­ 
cu ss the abo v e theme. We shall this week no te the Old T stament j 
Idea and nex t week the New Testament. 


The wo rd “ato nement” o ccu rs with great frequ ency in the 
Old Testament, bu t in the New Testament it o ccu rs o nly o nce in 
the Au tho rized Versio n (Ro m. 5:11), and no t at all in the Ameri­ 
can Rev ised Versio n. We are no t to co nclu de fr ni this, ho wev er, 
that ato nement is no t a New Testament do ctrine; the idea ru ns 
thro u gh the New Testament like a go lden thread, ev en if the wo rd 
is no t u sed. 


In the stu dy o f this do ctrine, as in that o f so many o thers, 
we mu st begin with the Old Testament in (o rder to an adequ ate 
u nderstanding o f o u r su bject. What do es the Wo rd mean? What 
do es it signify ? Ho w, and fo r what pu rpo se, is ato nement made? 
These and similar qu estio ns mu st be faced. 


OLD TESTAM ENT IDEA 


The Hebrew wo rd translated “to make ato nement” (Kaphar) 
literally means “to co v er, to hide, tJo remo v e fro m sight.” It has 
reference to sin. The idea was <to co v er u p sin fro m the sight o f 
Go d, becau se he hated it. (Pro v . 6:16) It did no t carry the idea 
o f try ing to deceiv e G;d abo u t sin, bu t rather that o f remo v ing it 
fro m befo re his ey es o u t o f respect o f His Ho liness. 
It is wo rth no ting that sin co u ld no t be co v ered ex cept in the 
specific way s that G:d directed. Thu s when Achan hid in his tent 
the o bjects sto len fro m Jericho (Jo « sh. 7) he had no t made ato ne­ 
ment fo r his stealing. He had hidden the sto len things, to be su re; 
bu t that was his o wn dev ice and no t the way that Go d had co m­ 
manded ato nement to be made. 


Whenev er man sins against Gu d, the finite against the infinite, 
the creatu re against the Creato r, he is wo rthy o f death. No thing 
less than his o wn blo o d, o r that o f a su bstitu te satisfacto ry to Go d, 
can hide, co v er, his sin and meet the demands o f ju stice. Bu t if 
Go d had ex acted the penalty fro m the man himself in ev ery ins­ 
tance, the hu man race wbu ld lo ng since hav e beco me ex tinct. Bu t 
o u t o f his gracio u sness, Go d made pro v isio n fo r a du mb animal to 
be su bstitu ted fo r man; that permitted the hu man race to su rv iv e. 
The idea o f Old Testament ato nement, then, is that the blo o d o f 
the sacrificial animal “co v ers” the sin Ijf the to ne sacrificing, o r in 
who se behalf the animal was being sacrificed. 


After the giv ing o f the Mo saic law and the establishment o f 
the Lev itical priestho o d, the o rdinary Israelite did no t o ffer sacri­ 
fices ex cept in v ery rare instances. Instead, when he sinned, he 
to o k his sacrificial animal to the central place o f wo rship (taber­ 
nacle, temple), -where an o fficiating priest to ffered the sacrifice fo r 
him. Hence, the co nstantly -recu rring ex pressio n, “the priest shall 
make ato nement fo r him,” o r so me similar statement. The animal 
blo o d that was shed by the priest “co v ered” the sin o f the o fferer 
in the sense that Go d was pleased that the sinner tu rned back to 
Him and did as co mmanded. 
The “co v ering/’ o f co u rse, was in a 
sy mbo lical sense. Go d agreed, o n certain co nditio ns, to disregard 
the sin that had been co mmitted. 


Fro m the fo rego ing it will be o bserv el that “ato nement” was 
the o bject, directly o r indirectly , lef the who le Hebrew sacrificial 
sy stem. 
This sacrificial sy stem cu lminated in the great Day o f 
Ato m ment, which fell o r the tenth day o f the sev enth mo nth o f 
the Jewish religio u s y ear. That day was o ne o f rest and ho ly co n­ 
v o catio n. 
The peo ple fasted and mo u rned fo r their sins. 
Special 
sacrifices were made, and the high priest -went into the ho ly o f 
ho lies with the blo o d o f two sacrificial animals which he sprinkled 
befo re and o n the mercy seat, where Go d was su ppo sed to sit. Thu s 
ato nement, was made fo r all the sin> o f all the peo ple co mmitted 
du ring the past y ear. The v ery fact that it -was necessary fo r the 
high priest to carry blo o d into the mo st ho ly place ev ery y ear su g­ 
gests that animal sacrifice was inadequ ate, that the sy stem was im­ 
perfect, and that the v ery ato nement he made was o nly tempo rarily 
efficacio u s. 


Bu t the v ery natu re o f Go d requ ires a perfect sy stem in o rder 
to do ju stice t His Ho liness. Co nsequ ently , he tau ght Israel to lo o k 
fo rward to a new lawgiv er (Deu t. 18:15) and a new co v enant (Jer. 
31:31ff). And this brings u s to the fu lfillment o f the pro mise in 
the New Testament. We’ll discu ss this phase o f the su bject nex t 
week.

no x io u s co nditio n, and the manu re 
and o ther refu se therefro m shall be 
kept in water tight manu re pits and 
bo x es tightly co v ered in su ch man­ 
ner as to co mpletely ex clu de v erm­ 
in and insects; and the premises are 
to be cleaned o f their manu re twice 
daily and remo v ed fro m the premises 
three times a week, and at no time 
is there tD be an accu mu latio n o f 
mo re than o ne y ard o f manu re. 
Sectio n 5. It shall be u nlawfu l 
hereafter fo r any perso n, firm o r 
co rpo ratio n to park o r lefrv e stand­ 
ing within the fire limits o f this city ,

"We gave the kids chewing gum,” 
he said, “ and they wanted to give us 
a fistful of rub les for it. They started 
to chew it with the wrapper on. One 
little fellow swallowed it. His eyes 
filled with tears. An older b rother 
g o t alarmed, 
thinking 
mayb e 
it 
was poison. 
“The Russian fliers thought the 
Fortresses were great and tried to 
b uy them from us.” 
The Fortress crews picked up a 
limited Russian vocab ulary. The ro­ 
mantic element learned 
“ Potsili- 
mina potsiloi” meaning “Give me a 
kiss,” and “Ja lyb u chib ya,” Rus­ 
sian fo r “ I love you.”

WASHINGTON. — The period ic 
crop ou tlook reports issu ed by the 
U. S. d epartment of agricu ltu re are 
based on the work of some 600,000 
farm er reporters in 48 states and a 
corps of merchants, bankers, ware­ 
hou semen, processors and others 
who cooperate in send ing informa­ 
tion to the gov ernment, Pau l 
L. 
Koenig, head of the d iv ision of agri­ 
cu ltu ral statistics, reported . 
Among the 600,000 farmers, 
are 
70,000 v olu ntary crop correspond ­ 
ents who each month stand read y 
to report on cotton, corn, oats, wheat 
and other crops, on liv estock and 
general farm cond itions. 
Cou ntry merchants and local d eal­ 
ers in farm prod u ce nu mbering ap­ 
prox imately 8 5 ,000 report sev eral 
times a y ear on prices receiv ed by 
farmers for stu ff they sell and prices 
paid for the things they bu y . 
Also impo rtant 
are the 90,000 
co untry 
mills, 
elev ato rs, 
ware­ 
ho uses, hatcheries, sugar beet fac­ 
to ries, dairy establishments, can­ 
ning plants, o ther pro cesso rs and 
handlers o f farm pro ducts. 
All Fo ad Co nscio us. 
Nev er befo re has fo o d been the 
univ ersal to pic o f co nv ersatio n and 
co ncern as it is to day , said Ko enig.

"Rail and tru ck carriers, storage 
establishments, processors and oth­ 
ers in trad es and enterprises whose 
job it is to mov e prod u cts from the 
point of prod u ction to the point of 
their u se requ ire d epend able re­ 
ports on agricu ltu ral cond itions and 
prod u ction prospects in some d etail, 
to assu re that their operations will 
be most economically effected . 
"This war-qu ickened interest and 
the wid ely ex tend ed need s for basic 
crop and liv estock estimates has 
brou ght abou t pronou nced ex pansion 
In both the v olu me and character of 
official estimating 
and 
reporting 
serv ices. A crop of comparativ e in­ 
significance not so many y ears ago 
may leap to national prominence 
ov er a span of a v ery few y ears. 
Ship Fo o d Ov erseas. 
"A nu mber of food crops and prod ­ 
u cts are particu larly ad aptable for 
shipment 
ov erseas 
becau se 
they 
represent or can be conv erted into 
concentrated food stu ffs, 
and thu s 
conserv e limited shipping space. 
For prod u cts of this ty pe, su ch as 
d ry beans, d ried peas, rice, cheese, 
milk, eggs and potatoes, new and 
more frequ ent reports were need ed 
to gau ge su pplies, their av ailability 
and their location. Vegetable and 
other agricu ltu ral seed s, as a grou p, 
hav e natu rally assu med a tremen­ 
d ou s importance in the w artim t 
economy .
